STEAIIIER SANK 


IN COLLISION 


Clyde Liner Saginaw Run Down h j 


the ÏÏumilton Cif Virginia Coast. 


Norfolk, Va., May 6.—A collision at 
sea that' cost the lives of 20 or more 
persons and the sinking of the Clyde 
steamship Saginaw by the Old Do- 
minion 
Bteamsnip 
Conipany^s 
liner 
Hamilton 
occurred 
between Winter 
Quarter Lightship and Fenvi'ick Island 
Lightship, on the Virginia coast, early 
iu the morning. 
The Hamilton left 
New York for Norfolk, aud the Sagi- 
naw passed out the Virginia Capes 
bound for Richmond and Norfolk for 
Philadelphia. 
A 
dense fog settled 
along the coast, and 
while 
going 
through this fog at reduced speed the 
Hamilton crashed into the Saginaw's 
side about 20 feet from the stern. 


The fog whistles of both 
vessels 
were distinctly heard by each other 
for several minutes beiore the colli- 
sion occurred. 
According to Captain 
Boaz, oi the Hamilton, his boat was 
making about nine mileiS an hour and 
the Saginaw about ten. 
The fog was 
80 thick that objects a ship's length 
away were invisible, aud when the two 
crafts hove in sight of each other, 
bow on, there was but a moment's in- 
terim before they m e t 
The Saginaw 
veered, as did the Hamilton, but they 
had not tlmei to clear each other, and 
the knife-like steel prow of the south- 
bound vessel struck the Clyde ship 
on the port quarter about 20 feet from 
her stern, cutting the entire rear of 
the ship away. 
The inrushing water 
caused the Saginaw to settle rapidly 
in the stern, and the impetus of the 
Hamilton took her out of sight of the 
crippled vessel. 
Engines already re- 
versed were put full steam to the rear, 
and the Hamilton circled to the scene 
of the wreck, at the same time lower- 
ing ty/o lifeboats. There was conster- 
nation among the passengers of the 
Old Dominion ship, and 
the 
first 
thought was for their safety, but so 
Boon as'It was discovered that the ship 
was uninjured, save that some bow 
plates were stove in, all efforts were 
directed to the roscue of tb'^se oh the 
Saginav/. 


When the Saginaw was again sisht- 
ed her stern was under water aud her 
bou' 
was 
high in the air. 
Panic- 
stricken people rushed over her decks 
and scrambled tov/ard the bow. Life 
boats were lowered, and into the first 
15 colored women were placed, accord- 
ing to Second Ofilcer W. L. Morris, 
who was In command. 
The boat was 
swamped as it struck the v/ater and Its 
occupants were thrown mto the sea. 
All were drowned save the second offi- 
cer and the colored stewardess. The 
latter 
died 
beiore the small boat 
reached the Hamh.on, moro from in- 
juries recolved by the Impact of the 
collision than by drowning. 
She had 
been held up by First Mate Goslee, 
who sank î'.imself a.s the small boat 
from the Hamilton reached thorn. In 
the meantimo the ruah of waters into 
the bov/ of the Sairlnaw had caused 
the decks to burst from their fasten- 
ings with a roar Hire the report of 
guns, and tons of freight of all de- 
Bcriptions soon littered the sea.

wreckage the struggling peo- 
ple in the Y/ater clung M'lth despera- 
tion. and many of them were roacued 
by tho boats from the Hamilton and 
Saginaw.

STEAKER SANK 
IN COIUSION 


Clyde Liner Saginaw Run Down by 
the Kumilton Gif Virginia Coast. 


Norfolk, Va., May 6.—A collision at 
sea that' cost the lives of 20 or moro 
persons and the sinking of the Clyde 
steamship Saginaw by the Old Do­ 
minion Steamsnip Company*s liner 
Hamilton 
occurred 
between Winter 
Quarter Lightship and Fenvi^ick Island 
Llghtahip, on the Virginia coast, early 
in the morning. 
The Hamilton left 
New York for Norfolk, and the Sagi­ 
naw passed out the Virginia Capes 
bound for Richmond and Norfolk for 
Philadelphia. 
A 
dense fog settled 
along the coast, and 
while 
going 
through this fog at reduced speed the 
Hamilton crashed into the Saginaw’s 
side about 2U feet from the stern. 
The fog whistles of both vessels 
were distinctly heard by each other 
for several minutes beiore the colli­ 
sion occurred. 
According to Captain 
Boaz, of the Hamilton, his boat was 
making about nine mile« an hour and 
the Saginaw about ten. 
The fog was 
80 thick that objects a ship's length 
away were invisible, and when the two 
crafts hove in sight of each other, 
bow on, there was but a moment’s in­ 
terim before they met. 
The Saginaw 
veered, as did the Hamilton, but they 
had not timo' to clear each other, and 
the knlfe-like steel prow of the south­ 
bound vessel struck the Clyde ship 
on the port quarter about 20 feet from 
her stern, cutting the entire rear of 
the ship away. 
The inrushing water 
caused the Saginaw to settle rapidly 
in the stern, and the impetus of the 
Hamilton took her out of sight of the 
crippled vessel. 
Engines already re­ 
versed were put full steam to the rear, 
and the Hamilton circled to the scene 
of the wreck, at the same time lower­ 
ing tv/o lifeboats. There was conster­ 
nation among the passengers of the 
Old Dominion ship, and 
the . first 
thought was for their safety, but so 
soon as*it was discovered that the ship 
was uninjured, save that some bow 
plates were stove in, all efforts were 
directed to the rosene of tb'^se oi^ the 
Saginav.^.

When the Saginaw was again sight­ 
ed her stern was under v/ater and her 
bow 
was 
high in the air. 
Panic- 
stricken people rushed over her decks 
and scrambled tov/ard the bow. Life 
boats were lowered, and into the first 
16 colored women were placed, accord­ 
ing to Second Onicer W. L. Morris, 
who was in command. The boat was 
swamped as it struck the water and Its 
occupants were thrown mto the sea. 
All were drowned save the second offi­ 
cer and the colored stewardess. The 
latter 
died 
before the small boat 
reached the Hamix.on, more from in­ 
juries recoived by the Impact of the ’ 
collision than by drowning. 
She had 
been held up by First Mate Goslee, 
who sank himself 3.s the small boat 
from the Hamilton reached thorn. In 
the meantime the rush of waters into 
the bov/ of the Sa^rinaw had caused 
the decks to burst from their fasten­ 
ings with a roar like the report of big f 
guns, and tons of freight of all de­ 
scriptions soon littered the sea.

tion, and many of them were rescued 
by tho boats from the Hamilton and 
Sagina.w.

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Cockroaches in South Africa, where 
they exist in such numbers as to be a 
serious public inconvenience, have been 
held in check by the inroads of a para­ 
sitic fungus. Captive roaches are in­ 
oculated with the fungus and then lib­ 
erated. 
The spread of the disease 
among their colonics in this manner 
has been found to be the most elTective 
way of controlling their spread and 
multiplication. The same fungus also 
served a similar purpose Avith the Afri­ 
can locust. 


The common earthworm has held the 
attention of selentlstfi ever since Dar­ 
win pointed out the trronderful part it 
plays in the formation of soil. 
The 
chemical role of the earthw^orm has 
been the subject of the latest Investi­ 
gation. In some wonderful manner the 
soil In passing through the short length 
of the worm becomes totally changed 
In character, and much better fitted 
for the nourishment of plant life. Such 
soli undergoes nitrification more rap­ 
idly than soil ordinarily does, and the 
solubUity of the phosphoric acid is In­ 
creased, while the percentage of car­ 
bonate of lime becomes larger. 


The skeletons of sixty mastodons 
have been found in the State of New 
York * distributed along certain well 
marked belts, as follows: Thirty-four 
in Eastern New York from Albany 
south through New’burg; thirteen from 
Rochester south through Livingston 
County; two near Chautauqua Lake 
and two near Ithaca. Outside of these 
belts the State is barren. It would ap­ 
pear, therefore, that the mastodons 
had distinct feeding grounds, and the 
remains Indicate that the beasts were 
living in. a time not very remote.

THE MAGIC HANDKERCHIEF.

Plants may be poisoned Just as well 
ns animal organisms. A lack of oxy­ 
gen will result in asphyxiation just as 
Burely as it does in man. The effect 
may not be so quickly attained, but It 
Is none the less sure. An experimenter 
nt tlie Imperial Agricultural University 
of Tokyo lias recently been studying 
the poisonous effects of caffein and an- 
tlpyrln In high dilutions on plants. 
Onion and celery plants were the sub­ 
jects of the Investigation. 
It was 
found that the former plants remained 
alive for “nearly four weeks in a solu­ 
tion containing one part of caffein In 
1000 of the nutrient solution.” In other 
experiments 
on 
celery plants these 
same alkaloids proved fatal in about 
two weeks, the death of the plant being 
heralded by the wilting of the leaves. 
It Is quite remarkable that the tea 
piant, which contains a comparatively 
large amount of caffein In the leaves, 
should also be .susceptible to poisoning 
from caffein when fed to the plant 
along with nutrients. 
It is surmised 
that the caffein found In the tea leaves 
is so surrounded as to protect the coils 
from Injury, 


Vangor Near the Ground, 
'At present the Street Cleaning De­ 
partment of New York is Investigating 
the air In the city streets, with a view 
of showing the influence of clean gut­ 
ters upon the health. Gelatine plates 
have been exposed In certain district* 
to collect bacilli, and these are being 
examined in order that scientific proof 
may be liad that certain disease germs 
flourish In dirty surroundings, and that 
whatever the citizen may be taxed to 
keep his thoroughfares clean he will 
finally save in his doctor’s bills. The 
microbe colonies developed on plates 
exposed in a neighborhod of light 
traffic, wide streets and asphalt pave­ 
ments average five, while those taken 
In a region of heavy traffic down-town 
averaged over 7000, and those In the 
tenement dlsti’lct on the East Side over 
9000.—Woman’s Home Companion.

"The hiccoughs is described as being 
a modified respiratory movement, a 
spasmodic inspiration, consisting of a 
contmction of the diaphragm, accom- 
panied with closure of the glottis, so 
that further entrance of air is prevent- 
ed. The Impulse of the column of air 
entering and striking upon the closed 
glottis produced the sound peculiar to 
this ailment. 
It is reasonable to as- 
sume that anything that would relieve 
the contracted state of the diaphragm 
and would open the closed glottis, 
or partially open it. so the air could 
enter in a normal way, would complete- 
ly relieve the situation. It would seem 
that the yawn, which is nothing but a 
deep, long breath, would bring about 
this result. 
While the yawn is sup- 
posed to be an involuntary movement, 
due to drowsiness, It is yet a fact that 
a man can yawn at pleasure. This be- 
ing tine, it is easily within a man's 
power to cure the hiccoughs by re- 
sorting to the very simple practice of 
yawning. Of course, I cannot say that 
in all cases of hiccoughs the yawn 
will prove a good remedy. 
But I be- 
lieve In all ordinary cases, where the 
annoyance is not aggi-avated, the yawn 
will do the work. 
At any rate, my 
own experience has convinced me of 
the fact, and, besides, there are the 
physical conditions to which I have 
referred."—:New York News.

stand severe cutting back, but all trees 
should be so pruned as to nermit of 
abundant air and sunlight.

The comp^f^^^nn of the extensive port 
works at Coatzacoalcos,. on the Gulf, 
and Salina Cruz on the Pacific side, 
connected by a well equipped railroad 
across the narrow Isthmus of Tehiian- 
tepcc, promises to provide a short route 
for shipmiu>> to Pacific coa^t ports 
.nid the Far East tliat will bi' an im- 
portant factor long before the question 
of an isthmus canal is settlecj. The co- 
operation of the Mexican Gov-erument 
in the building of this transcontinental 
line is a satisfactory guarantee that 
the extensive vuidertaking will be car- 
ried to a successful end. 
The location 
of 
a 
connection between the great 
oceans is a question that does not af- 
fect to any great degree shipping be- 
tween North Atlantic and Southern Pa- 
cific ports, but when the saving in time 
between Atlantic and Gulf points and 
Central 
and 
North 
American 
coast 
cities and in shipments to Asia are 
considered the advantages of the north- 
ern route are striking. 


From Panama to Salina Cruz the dis- 
tance is 1303 miles, which is a clear 
saving for freight to northern ports 
shipi'» -: via Tehuantepei'. 
The saving 
will be made upon all shipmeni- to 
Central American ports, varying in im- 
portance from 45i miles to Junta Are- 
nas. Costa Rica, to 1002 miles to San 
Jose do Guatemala. 
From Salina Cru:5 
to San Francisco the distance is only 
2170 miles, and shipments to the Orient 
will save over lOno miles by the use 
of the Mexican rail transfer to the Pa- 
cific in preference to going through a 
Panama canal. It is a fact not gener- 
ally known that from New Orleans to 
San Francisco by the Mexican isthmus 
it is 100 miles shorter than by the line 
of the Southern Pacific Railway.

Nothing is gained by havinji tomatoes 
too forward when transplanted to the 
field. 
When ready to blossom they are 
old enough. 
Hotbed plants are better 
than those grown in Avindow boxes. 
Sow early in March. An ounce of good 
seed carefully drilled in should give 
plants enough for an acre. 
When they 
get too thick transplant to cold frames. 
Leave the sash oil' on warm days. June 
10 
is 
considered a safe date, after 
which frost seldom occurs in Central 
New Englana. 
AIIoav one week per 
100 miles north or soutfi. 
The plant 
may be set earlier if there are old 
peach crates or something of the Ivind 
to put over them if frost is feared. 
Early varieties set early often pay big 
profits. In gardens they may bo set in 
the gaps of the early peas or potatoes, 
and thus serve as a second crop. Culti- 
vate as long as the plants permit. The 
dwarf kinds do not need staking or 
mucking.—The Cultivator. 


F L O W E R S FOR T H E BACK YARD. 


The flowers to be found In the un- 
pretentious but pretty gardens of new- 
comers from Germany are, in a general 
¡Way, those best adapted for back-yard 
iadornment in all parts of the country, 
(Morning glory vlne>s and woodbine can 
(be depended upon to cover fences or 
low buildings in a reasonably brief 
epace of time, and if encouraged will 
run riotously over trellises or arbors, 
ffhe common crimson variety of petu- 
nias will flourish with very little atten- 
,tion, and present a most pleasing ap- 
pearance. 
Scarlet geraniums and vivid 
liued petunias are favorites, as is also 
the yellow coreopsis. 
Roses of the 
common varieties of course have places 
and so likewise do lady's slippers, ce- 
landine and zinnias. 
Dwarf sunflow- 
ers are used extensively for bordering 
^^rt'alks or paths, and some of the hardier

I » POINTS ON LAWN 
MAKING. 
'A rich soil is one of the essentials to 
success. No matter what the extent of 
the lawn it should be evenly moist and 
(Well drained. The general slope should 
,be away from the residence on all 
ßideSi 
Seeding the lawn yields better 
results than sodding. 
Kentucky blue 
grass is the most satisfactory known 
seed for the majority of locations, but 
In the South, Bermuda grass, St. Lucia 
and Texas blue grass are extensively 
employed. 
April is a good time in the 
Korth to sow, before the usual light 
ßiiowers. 
The ground should be raked 
as nearly perfect as possible before 
sowing. 
Best results are obtained by 
SQWing thickly. 
Four bushels to the 
acre is the usual allowance, but in 
gmall plots double the proportion may 
be used to advantage. 
After sowing 
work seed into the soil with a rake. No 
clipping should be done till the grass is 
above three inches in height, and it 
should be kept at about this height dur- 
Ing the first summer. 
Avoid clipping 
at all soon before frost Is expected.—

kangaroo tendons, horsehair, silk and 
very fine silver wire. 
The short, tough 
tendons taken from 
the 
Icangaroo, 
which are used 
for 
sewing 
severe 
wounds, are particularly valuable, and 
have saved many lives; they hold for 
about a month before they break away. 
Silk thread will hold for much longer, 
sometimes six months, while the silver 
wire 
is . practically 
indlstructible. 
Thus a surgeon is able to select a 
thread that will last as long as the 
wound should take to heal, and will 
then disappeaar completely.

RTICULTURE 


¡USE LARGE FLOWER SEEDS. 
'^In some Ncav Mcxioan tests it 
febown tbnt much bettor results Avero 
jobtaiucd from using large seeds of 
Isweet peas, castor beans, morniug glo- 
a*ies, zinnias, bolljiiocks aud tbo like. 
iTliis •was yiouirbt to be due larirely to 
ftbe fact that the air is extremely dry 
and the soil light din’ino: sprinp:,- mak­ 
ing it diflicult for the plants to giwv. 
,The plants from large seeds are more 
ivigorous aud make a better start and 
iire usually able to 'withstand these pro- 
X^aillng conditions. 


------------ 
^ GRAPEVINE ROOT WORM. 
'Cultivate thoroughly when the great 
inajority of insects arc in the pupal 
Btage, which can be determined by 
careful observation. 
Especial pains 
should be taken to thoroughly disturb 
/the soil near the stems for best results 
5n destroying these posts. 
The adult 
(beetles can be collected to good advan­ 
tage durh]g the first 'week or ton days 
after they appear. Farmers should not 
•place too much dependence on spray­ 
ing the vines for the destruction of 
these pi'sts, as recent tests have not al­ 
ways been satisfactory along these 
lines. 


PRUNING IN TH E SPRING. 
The time to prune fruit trees is from 
(Februaz’y to April, or before the sap 
begins to flow. This will depend upon 
the climate. 
The wounds will then 
heal rapidly vrithout leaving dead wood 
or scars. Much pruning may be saved 
by pinching and rubbing off superflu­ 
ous sprouts during the growing season. 
The first pruning of a young tree Is a 
very important process, for it is then 
that the future shape of the tree and 
the number of brandies it will possess 
will be determined. 
Some trees will 
stand severe cutting back, but all trees 
should be so pruned as to nermit of 
abundant air and sunlight# 


;T 
GOOD TOMATOES. 
Nothing Is gained by having tomatoes 
too forward when transplanted to the 
field. When ready to blossom they are 
old enough. 
Hotbed plants are better 
than those grown in window boxes. 
Sow early in March. An ounce of good 
seed carefully drilled in should give 
plants enough for an acre. When they 
get too thick transplant to cold frames. 
Leave the sash off on warm days. June 
10 
is 
considered a safe date, after 
which frost .seldom occiu’s In Central 
Kew Eugland. 
Allow one ■week per 
100 miles uorth or soutfi. 
The plant 
may be set earlier if there are old 
peach crates or something of the kind 
to put over them if frost is feared. 
Early varieties set early often pay big 
profits. In gardens they may bo set in 
the gaps of the early peas or potatoes, 
and thus serve as a second crop. Culti- 
.Vate as long as the plants permit. The 
dwarf kinds do not need staking or 
mucking.—The Cultivator. 


TLOW'ERS FOR T H E BACK YARD. 
The flowers to be found In the un­ 
pretentious but pretty gardens of new­ 
comers from Germany are, In a general 
¡Way, those best adapted for back-yard 
iadornment In all parts of the country. 
(Morning glory vines and woodbine can 
¡be depended upon to cover fences or 
low buildings in a reasonably brief 
Bpace of time, and If encouraged •will 
run riotously over ti’ellises or arbors. 
Orhe common crimson variety of petu­ 
nias "will flourish with very little atten- 
itIon, and present a most pleasing ap­ 
pearance. Scarlet geraniums and vivid 
jbued petunias are favorites, as Is also 
the yellow coreopsis. 
Roses of the 
common varieties of course have places 
and so likewise do lady’s slippers, ce­ 
landine and zinnias. 
Dwarf sunflow­ 
ers are used extensively for bordering 
Hralks or paths, and some of the hardier 
iVarietles of ivy are In many Instances 
cncouraged to twine about posts which 
.would otherwise prove jarring notes in 
the picture.—Woman’s Home Compan­ 
ion, 


fi’ POINTS ON LAW'N MAKING. 
'A rich soil Is one of the essentials to 
isuccess. No matter what the extent of 
the lawn it should be evenly moist and 
(Well drained. The general slope should 
,be awaj' from the residence on all 
BideSi 
Seeding the lawn yields better 
results than sodding. 
Kentucky blue 
grass is the most satisfactory known 
seed for the majority of locations, but 
In the South, Bermuda grass, St. Lucia 
and Texas blue grass are extensively 
employed, April is a good time In the 
Isorth to sow, before the usual light 
ghowers. The ground sliould be ralced 
as nearly perfect as possible before 
sowing. 
Best results are obtained by 
SQWlng thickly. 
Four bushels to the 
acre Is the usual allowance, but in 
small plots double the proportion may 
be used to advantage. 
After sowing 
Work seed into the soil with a rake. No 
clipping should be done till the grass is 
above three Inches in height, and it 
should be kept at about this height dur- 
ing the first summer. 
Avoid clipping 
At all soon before frost Is expected.— 
Vbe Delineator.

oceans is a question that does not af­ 
fect to any great degree shipping be­ 
tween North Atlantic and Southern P a­ 
cific ports, but when the saving in time 
between Atlantic and Gulf points and 
Central and North American coast 
cities and in shipments to Asia are 
considered the advantages of the north­ 
ern route are striking. 
From Panama to Salina Cruz the dis­ 
tance is 1303 miles, which is a clear 
saving for freight to northern ports 
s h i p p t \ ia Tchuantepei’. The saving 
will be made upon all shipments to 
Central American ports, varying in im­ 
portance from 454 miles to Junta Are­ 
nas, Costa Rica, to 1002 miles to San 
Jose do Guatemala. From Salina Cru:? 
to San Francisco the distance is only 
2170 miles, and shipments to the Orient 
will save over 1000 miles by the use 
of the Mexican rail transfer to the Pa­ 
cific in preference to going through a 
P,anama canal. It is a fact not gener­ 
ally known that from New Orleans to 
San Francisco by the ^lexican isthmus 
it is 100 miles shorter than by the line 
of the Southern Pacific Railway. With 
such shipping facilities as it is intend­ 
ed to establish the Mexican short cut 
across the backbone of the continent 
will doubtless divert much commerce 
from all-rail lines. 
It will from the 
start furnish an attractive route for 
the growing export CQiton trade of the 
Southern 
American 
States 
to 
the 
Orient, and it will at once become a 
powerful factor in the development of 
Mexico’s rich west coast. — Modern 
Mexico.
